TV AUDIO ONLY RECEIVERS 


FEPRUARY 1978 A SPECLAL REPORT BY FRANK ADEN, JR. 


one of the newest items on the receiver market is the TY Audio Only Fortatle Receiver. 
The TV DXer may find these receivers to be of sone advantage in inproving station totals, 
These advantages and the disadvantages are covered in this report, 


1, Save Use of TV Receiver and Eliminate TVI wher Diing BCE/si 
By monitoring the TY Channels on an TV Audic Only Receiver a Dier can save wear and tear 
on his regular TY Receivers. Since many TV DXers keep their sets on all the time @ audio 
only receiver may be advantageous in not only saving wear and tear on his visual receiver 
wut will also save sone power. If the TV DXer is also a avid 3CB or SW DXer he finds by 
keeping his TV Receivers on all the tine creates great anounts of TV interference. If 

he employes an audio only receiver to monitor TV channels he can alse continue to DX the 
BCR or SW tands without problen, 


2. Video Injection not needed to pull in TV Audio Dx: 
TV receivers today have a built in technical systen where an adequate video eignal must 
be present before the audio signal will te allowed to pass, This can be a great problen 
when only the audio signal is being received. If a SW or Mi receiver is available video 
Anjection can be used te solve the problen but if an TV Audic Only Receiver 1s at hand 
a simpler solution is done ty just monitoring the audio channels, 


3. Taperecording of TV DX: 

ATV DXer does not need to add a patch cord to his TV speaker to record TV DX when he 
has an audio only receivers Sone TV Dkers have been know to use the worst method of all 
te record DX, using a microphone. This picks up the DX and everything else boing heard 
nearby. Since most audio only receivers have provision for recording (ear phone jack) 
the protien 1s solved. 


4, Determining Station Offsets: 

If an TV Audio Only Receiver with good selectivity is obtained it can be used to tell 
what the frequency offsets of TV DX, Since offsets are listed in WIFDA's STATION CUIDE 
Adentifying etations becones easier. By noting local and semi-local's offset positions 
on the receiver's dial they can be labelled for later reference. 


. Hone away fron Hone TY DXing: 

fa TV DXer does not have a battery operated TV set a TV Audio Only Receiver nay te the 
thing for vacations and trips. The only protles is most of these receivers do not cover 
the UKF Channels. Even if a portatle TV set is availatle an audio only receiver can 
help in sparing battery power for the TV receiver as most portatle TV receiver battery 
packs are very limited in operating tine. A TV DXer can monitor the audio channel 

first to see if anything is coning in before useing his reeular TV receiver. If UH 
needed though, the audio only receiver is of no help. 
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6. Disadvantages of the TV Audio Only Receiver: 

There is some question to the quality of mary audio only receiver's selectivity and 
sensitivity. Since these are of major concern tc a TY DXer he should check out any 
receiver before buying, It may te possible the selectivities and sensitivities of many 
of these receivers may be less than many regular TV receivers, Maybe one cf the WIFDA 
members can do a technical report on the receivers now on the market so as to inform 
the membership of which receivers to stay away from. 


Hooking an external antenna to an audio only receiver nay te cf a problen as many do 
not have provision for them. A einple but not the best method is to run a wire from 
the base of the telescoping antenna on the receiver to the external antenna, Those 
with more technical knowledge should be ate to find a tetter way. 


‘The lack of coverage on the UHF channels does not allow the audic only receiver to be 
of much help with Tropo IX, Probably the best form of DX for the audio only receiver is 
for Sporatic Es where the lower channels can be monitored, 


Overall the TV Audio Only Receiver maybe worth the cost if a TV DXer feels the advan- 
tages listed above are worthwhile, Anyone planning to buy one of these receivers is 
advised to check it out completely as possible before a final sale.

“Bronx log new only, Cicero log new mostly. DXing equipment includes world's 
only crystal T¥ receiver!!...I'm using statute mile distances just to be con- 
sistent with most WIFDA literature, but I'm all for kilometers if there's a 
push for it in WUD, I've yet to break the 200 mile mark in tropo. I went 
after Perseids MS in New York, but I guess my lack of equipment precluded con- 
ditions; meanwhile T logged soue trops. Tropo on Septenber 6 was 80 strong, 
even the local channel 7 weatherman John Coleman mentioned the propagation in 
Chicago. He then added, "So, for those of you watching us in Denver..." ‘There 
was considerable QRM on locais 7 & 9, so apparently the station had gotten com 
laints. I replaced my UHF loop with a Radio Shack table model 15-623 twin 
Ropiter and saw considerable DX improvement, First new log (Sept. 11) was new 
station WEME-46 South Bend...channel 31 log on Sept, 20 is big mystery. In 
from about 1915 to 1945, antenna pointed just slightly east of north from 
Gicero, the station duplicated the local WLS-7 station break exactly at 1930, 
right down to the logo & chennel #!

Could some cable 
coupany have picked up WLS and resent it on 317 (CATV systems don't use UF 
channels--high line losses at those frequencies make it impractical -bt) any 
similar experiences, readers? ‘Too bad my VHF tuner was broken on the great 
tropo night (fogey weather) of 10/28-9; I might have more logs. Studies show 
the everage viewer changes channels quite infrequently. By contrast, T got 
lots of mileage from my channel selector, waich probably will go down again 
soon (poor contacts now). ‘The S. Bend log of Nov. 30 is significant for its 
characteristics. There had been fog all day, and Mike Hogan caught some trops. 
I tuned in late, and scanned for DX, The only thing I caught was on 46; it 
lasted just a few seconds, and went from 5 by 5, thru a momentary fade, back 
up, and’ then out as if someone had. polled the piug—station denies trouble. 
Half an hour later, 1t started r heavily here. I concluded I'd caught a 
very narrow duct ahead of a front, But now it occurs to me, this had the char- 
acteristics (as described in Beyond Shortwave) of lightning scatter, Could 
this be correct?

Representatives of television and teleconmunications conpanies fron around the world have 
been flocking to Britain in recent months to take a firsthand lock at three rival infor- 
nation services ploneered and launched in this country. se television as the vehi- 
cle by which to communicate "printed" infornation to tHe public. 


Setting the pace in the new technology are the government-owned British Broadcasting 
Corp. and the various coanercial TY companies that comprise the Independent Proadcaeting 
Authority, Britain's competing private network. Following not far behind with a more 
complicated system and one which could radically change the way the world conmuicates is 
the Government Fost Office, which not only operates Britain's postal service but its 
telephone and telegraph systens as well. 


At the moment, it is BBC and IBA systems, known respectively as Ceefax (for See the 
Facts) and Oracle, which are in practical use in sone 6,000 Britieh hones and officer. 
In its simplest terms, the BEC/IBA system is an information service that uses the exist- 
ing TV channels to make available to a user, or viewer, a vast range of printed inforna- 
‘thon. 


This currently includes, in varying degrees of detail news flashee, sports results, 
weather conditions, food price indices, a theater entertainnent guide and air and surface 
‘transportation information. 


To gain access to such information, all a viewer needs is a specially fitted converter 
fixed to his set and a hand-held keypad resembling a pocket calculator. In fact, the 
maker of the keypads is the developer of the calculator, Texas Instruments. It is recei- 
ving competition now from two British-based firms, G.=.C, Instruments and Mullard 
Instruments. 


With the keypad, the viewer can interrupt his regular programs ty punching up an index. 
He then can request details in the desired categories Within seconds, pages of printed

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information flash on the screen. when he's finished, a touch of the fingertips 11 
switch him back to his program, An interesting wrinkle in this process is that the 
viewer also can have the information displayed over the regular picture, a useful fea- 
ture for sports mts who are watching tennis fron Wimbledon while trying to find out 
the latest cricket results. 


The IBA's London Weekend Television studios (which produced Upstairs, Domstairs) and 
the BEC both operate information centers staffed ty journalists who gather the day's 
Anformation and program it into their networks’ computers. (Geoffrey Hughes, once a 
producer of the Britich David Frost show, is editor of Oracle at IBA, His counterpart 
at Ceefax is Colin McIntyre.) Both systems have the capacity to maintain on file some 
300 screen-sized pages of constantly updated information throughout the day. 


McIntyre explained that the twin services started in the early 1970's as a joint effort 
ty the two networks aimed at finding a way to subtitle television news for hard-of-hear- 
ing and deaf viewers. 


When it was discovered that this could be easily done on the 625-line British television 
screen, the BBC and IBA both began to realize the enormous potential at their disposal 
for providing a vast range of printed information. At this point, they began to move 
in separate but parallel directions, each determined to be first, with the BBC gaining a 
slight edge. 


The systens put on their first major industrial display last year before the Institute of 
Electrical Enginners meeting in london, And this year, following approval ty the Home 
Office to continue with the service, and an endorsement from Lord Annan's Committee on 
the Future of Broadcasting, toth the BEC and the IBA's Thames Television and London 
Weekend Television studios have begun to promote the service actively, 


But no sooner had the word about Ceefax and Oracle spread around the industry and to the 
public than the post office entered with its ow competitive weapon, a system called 
ViewData, 


At fret appearances, ViewData locks like a carton copy of the BBC/IBA systems, It pro- 
vides infornation over a television set, conplete with converter and digital keypad, but 
At also has fundanental differences, chief anong these that a Viewata equipped tele 
Vision set 1e linked to a household's telephone system, which in tum 4s linked to the 
post office's vast conputer systen at Norwich in north-central England, This gives 
ViewData an information base the post office says is capable of providing up to 60,000 
pages of information. 


Unlike Ceefax and Oracle, the post office is not operating a newsroom that provides 
information to users. It is here that ViewData system differs markedly from the others 
and conjures up Orwellian pictures of 198). 


Ite information, instead, will be supplied by the users themselves, who will be able to 
use their television screens to talk to one another, The post office is enlisting its 
first clients, mainly from the business and commercial world. The clients will be able 
to enter thelr om information-~in specific format--using a special keyboard attached to 
his television set or by using facilities at the central post office itself, ‘They 11 
‘be able to enter enormous amounts of information, from airline schedules down to minutia 
such ag the location of your neighborhood automobile dealer. 


Whereas Oracle and Ceefax are offered virtually free once you've paid to convert your 
television set, ViewData will have a cost roughly equivalent to the cost of a telephone 
call, That is, an information provider will be charged for the time he ties up his line, 
as well as a charge of "a pound per page per year" of each page of information he enters. 
The user, likewise, «ill pay a telephone charge for each request he makes. 


There are 20 million households in Britain «ith television sets, so all three organiza 
tions have a long way to go before there is any substantial impact on the nation's 
televiewing community, 


Cost is a protlem. Converters and keypads for the BBC/IBA systems cost of about 250 
pounds ($463) on top of the average cost of 250 pounds for a color TV, A ViewData set, 
‘once production starts, is estimated to cost about 1,200 pounds ($2,200), 


Nunerous American television companies are experinenting with other systens, but BBC 
reckons that CES has the best chance of being the first network into the Anerican narket- 
place with 2 Ceefax system, A problen in the United States is posed by the massive 
geographical area and the large systen of indendent affiliated stations, but use of the 
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system either in a large urban area, such as New York, or in a statewide area, such as 
California, has great possibilities. 


What the U.S. television companies also have to come to erips with is what to do about 
their advertisers, for it is during commercial breaks that the viewer is most likely to 
switch to his information service. 


Commercial television in Britain, represented by the IHA, «111 have to face this problem, 
too, having already chosen to launch the Oracle system, Commercial TV baron lord lew 
Grade said of the isseu recently: 


For 15 years, I've been trying to stop them from going to the bathroom (during comner~ 
cial breaks) and now you invent this.

Italy Finally TUNES INTO »r0m: mus 
A Color System

Belatedly but finally, Italy 1s entering the color television age. 


Full-scale color programming is becoming availatle to Italian viewers this year. It 
ends a 15-year era in which Italians have gone without a form of entertainnent thet was 
standard in the rest of Europe. 


Behind this anomaly es e story of procrastination, intrigue and party political con- 
flict. 


‘The baste cause for the delay was the strong and bitter struggle for supernacy betieen 
the West German PAL and the French SCAM color TV systems. 


‘The battle was joined in the early 1960s when the two systems were competing for the 
European market. 


Germany's PAL won in most of the Western Europe, a prine reason teing that 1t 18 con- 
patible with the systems in the United Kingdon and the United States. 


In addition to france itself, the SECAM system was adopted in the Soviet Union and the 
rest of Eastern Europe and subsequently by some countries in North Africa and the 
Middle Bast, 


Italy teetered between the two. This was not so much because the government could not 
make up its mind, but more because of pressure ty the proponents of the rival systens. 


‘The state-owned Italian broadcasting corporation, RAI, began experimental telecasts us 
ing both systema. 


Fron the start, the technical experts favored the FAL system. But their judgnent vas 
overruled as a result of the personal intervention on the behalf of SBCAM by then-Pres~ 
ident Charles DeGatille of France. 


‘The government 4n Rone decided to give SECAM a further trial. As a result, Italy's 
color TV progress was stalemated through the latter part of the 1960s. In 1969, the 
Italian technical people again decided 4n tavor of FAL, 


But the Ttal1an economy was in recession, ‘he politicians decided color TV could be put 
off until the economy recovered. That was the signal for a new outbreak of competition 
between SECAM and FAL. 


It was not until 1975 that the politicians finally bowed to the judgment of the tech- 
micians and ruled in favor of PAL. 


Tt was said that they also had come under strong pressure from Italian firms in the 
electronics tusiness, who were incensed ty the delays and favored the West German sys~ 
tem as a way of gaining export markets. 


Italians have not been entirely without color TY reception. Most fortutiate are those 
living 4n the northern part of the country. They can receive color programs from. 
stations in southern Switzerland, Monte Carlo and Yugoslavia. 


Reception has been extended further south by private entrepreneurs, who have set up 
“tooster" stations to retransmit the foreign prograns as far south as Bologna, Florence 
even Rome, 


In 197h, the Italian goverment tried to put a stop to this "invasion" by ordering the 
‘transmitters to be dismantled. This decision was overruled ty the Italian courts, 

So, with authorities worried about comparisons with the domestic black-ani-vhite TV 
and Italian firms switching their TV advertising to the foreign networks, Italy is at 
ast moving into the age of color TV. 
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
